Canada At War! 


Canada is at war, and with the passing of winter, operations are being 
renewed and extended on all fronts against the common enemy. Happily, 
it is not warfare directed against any other people or nation, nor, in tie 
final analysis, is it a destructive, life-taking, money-losing campaign in 
which the Canadian people are engaged. Rather, it is constructive, life- 
giving, money-making battle that is being waged. 

The war to which reference is made jg an unceasing one. It can never 
end, and victory can never be wholly complete. On the other hand, unless 
the battle is fought, and renewed from year to year, defeat for mankind is 
sure and inescapable. It is a case where eternal vigilance is the price that 

must he paid for life, liberty and happiness. 

It is a war against dirt, disease, insects, bacteria. 

In the spring of the year, as.snow disaappears and the frost leaves the 
ground, exposing the accumulations of winter, it is imperative that every 
householder, every community, “clean up.”’ Failure to do so may, and in all 
probability will, result in an epidemic of sickness, not to speak of the un- 
wholesome effect upon the mentality and habits of people living amidst un- 
sightly, disagreeable surroundings. The necessity of an annual spring 
“clean up,” and the maintenance of clean surroundings, and sanitary condi- 
tions throughout the warm summer months, is applicable alike to the farm 
and farm home, and the urban community and home. 

The danger of the common house fly is now too well known to require 
emphasis. It is the greatest distributor of the filth and disease breeding 
germs upon which it thrives and breeds its countless millions. Destroy its 
breeding’ grounds and the battle is more than half won. When the first fly 
puts in an appearance, kill it, and you will be saved the trouble of swatting 
hundreds later on. 

Then there is that most unpopular little humming bird, the mosquito, 
which turns so many of our long and lovely summer evenings and our 
beautiful summer resorts and sports grounds into places of torture. By 
taking early action this almost universal pest can be largely controlled, 
For years the citizens of Winnipeg have had life made miserable for 
them by mosquitoes, and each season witnesses more energetic and con- 
certed effort to destroy them. Regina, no worse sufferer than other places, 
is this year, under the direction of the Kinsmen Club, assisted by. other 
service clubs, the health authorities, Boy Scouts, and other organizations, 
taking part in the battle. ; 

The mosquito breeds by tens of millions in stagnant water. Pools of 
stagnant water, slowly drying up sloughs, partially filled ditches, cannot ah 
be drained, nor can their existence be wholly prevented, but through the 
simple expedient of scattering coal oil, and other oils, in these stagnant 
waters, these millions of potential mosquitoes will be destroyed. Regina 1s 
surveying the city and its surroundings from the air, thus detecting every 
spot of stagnant water, and these are to be impregnated with oil. If:all 
our towns and villages locate these pools of stagnant water in and about 
them and take like action, life will be made more comfortable and enjoyable. 

When cleaning old oil out of your motor car, tractor engine, or othe: 
machinery, do not throw it away. Save it, and spread it about in any stag- 
nant water in your vicinity, and sink your old oil-soaked rags with a stone 
in such pools. By so doing you will prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. 

This great and holy war is being waged in other directions and in even 
intensive fashion. Departments of agriculture, and the research departments 
of our Universities and the National Research Bureau in laboratories and 
in the fields, have for some years been engaged in the task of fihding a 
means of eradicating rust from wheat, which takes its toll of tens of mil- 
lions of dollars from the farmers of the prairies, According to latest authen- 
tic reports gratifying progress has been made, and the experts engaged in 
this work are now fairly confident they are on the right track, and that 
before long a rust resistant wheat will be developed, fully equal to other 
wheats in its early ripening ability, in yield per acre, and in its bread mak- 
ing qualities. Such a victory will bring huge rewards for the time ana 
money expended. It is a form of constructive warfare which will reimburse 
Canada for many of its losses occasioned by destructive human war. 

Agricultural and health departments of governments are in the van of 
this great, never-ending battle. The larger municipalities and many other 
communities are awakening to their responsibility. Semi-public organiza- 
tions of many kinds are joining in the fray. As was the case in the Great 
War, scientists are doing their part, and doing it well. But as the Great 
War developed into a struggle between peoples, rather than armies ana 
navies, in which every man and woman had a duty to perform, so in this 
other war in which Canada is engaged, everybody must be enrolled if the 
largest measure of success and victory is to be achieved. This is a war 
Which recognizes no defined boundary lines; it must be waged everywhere; 
if the enemy remains unmolested in any one place or district, or even on 
any individual homestead, victories elsewhere will be of little avail. It is a 
universal war, demanding the active co-operation and alert vigilance of all.

Canada Wins the Banana Trade 


Has Largest Banana Carriers Afloat 
Under Any ‘Flag 

The largest banana carriers afloat 
under any flag is the record claimed 
by the “Lady Somers” and the “Lady 
Rodney,” the two new vessels of the 
Canadian National Steamships which 
went into commission recently. These 
steamers are equipped with the most 
modern cooling and refrigeration 
equipment, and are capable of carry- 
ing over 100,000 stems of bananas. 

The “Lady Somers” sailed for Ber- 
muda, the Bahamas and Jamaica, in- 
augurating the western service of 
the Canadian National Steamships 
between Canadian ports and the is- 
lands. 

The ships are elaborately dect:rat- 
ed, and the passenger accomimoda- 
tion is complcte in every detail. Par- 
ticular care has been paid to all de- 
tails of the cargo space and the ship 
is completely insulated. ‘The ‘Lady 
Somers” can carry fruits and veget- 
ables requiring different 
tures. For cool vJimate the ship is 
equipped with devices to raise the iu- 
terior temperature when necessary, 


Frost Kills Insects 


Hard Winter Expected To Be Factor 
For Eliminating Pests 


The winter of 1928-29 was a hard 
one on insects, scientists at the Do- 
minion entomological laboratory at 
the University of Saskatchewan be- 
lieve. A self-recording thermometer, 
the bulb of which was three inches 
below the soil level, registered 11 
degrees below zero on March 9, the 
lowest recorded during the past ten 
years. 

The effect will be severe on insects 
as the majority hibernate at a depth 
of two to four inches, The lowest 
temperature recorded beneath the 
soil in the winter of 1926- ie was 14 
degrees above.

Methods As Carried On In © 


Little Known 


North Country 


Alberta is planning extensive ex- 
pioralion in its Peace River region, 
demonstrated in recent years to be 
rich in agricultural potentialities. 
Pioneering survey work of this char- 
acter, once arduous and slow, hag 
been entirely changed and immensely 
facilitated by the rapid development 
of acrial observation .made possible 
by the growing mastery of air navi- 
gation and the consequent saving in 
time and cost. Mapmaking, in par- 
ticular, has made vast strides from 
its first and crude beginnings, tho! 
maps now praduced by the dominion 
Department of the Interior revealing 
the progress made in securing accu- 
rate pictorial reproductions of the 
unknown sections of the country. An 
article in a recent issue of the De- 
partment's publication, Natural Re- 
sources, remarks that if one were to 
take Captain Backs’ map: of the 
Great Fish River (now Backs river), 
as completed by him following his 
famous cyerland trip begun in 1883, 
it will be seen that only such rapids, 
falls, lakes and islands are shown ag 
could be scen while passing by in a 
canoe or going across a portage on 
foot. Tt did not include much in- 
formation about the country lying 
back from the route travelled. Upon 
such surveys were based the earlier 
maps of some of the northern por- 
tions of Canada. 

Immediately following Confedera- 
tion, and for some years thereafter, 
the survey work of the Department 
of the Interior in Western Canada 
was primarily for the purpose of 
subdividing the land in antelpanen 
of later settlement. These surveys: 
were in accordance with a regular’| 
system, the initial lines for which 
were meridians and base lines, The 
meridians were, in general, laid down 
four degrees in longitude apart, and 
the base lines were twenty-four miles 
apart. ; 

When these governing lines began 
to reach into the more wooded and 
little known areas of the north, au 
effort was made to gather sufficiént 
information on each side of them to 
fill in the more important topograph- 
ical details. The places where the 
governing lines intersected the 
shores of lakes and_ streams, and 
other physical features,.were noted. 
In addition, it was the duty of one 
ot the men on the survey party, call- 
ed the explorer, to travel over a 
strip twelve miles wide on each side 
of the governing line, noting the 
topography of the country through 
which he passed. The results as ob- 
tained from the line notes and the 
explorer’s observations were com-~- 
piled in the form of a map of a .24- 
mile wide strip. United, these strips 
formed the best’ available map of the 
areas covered. They could not, under 
the circumstances, be extremely ac- 
curate or full of detail, and a sur- 
veyor who mapped, in this way, 
nbout 3,000 miles of territory coula| 
justly feel that he had.done a 000d:

On August 9 
the plane used for taking the photo- 
graphs flew to Fitzgerald, from 
which point the work was carried on 
for the remainder of the season. 
Notwithstanding interference from 
smoke, by September 7 about 4,600 
square miles of territory had been 
covered, thus filling in another space 
previously left blank on our maps.

We have weather prophets 
galore. Among farmers, hunters, 
sailors and peasants, in almost cvery 


| country, there has grown up a cer- 


tain stock of traditional knoviledge 
based upon observation of nature, 
though not a little mixed with signs 
end auguries of a superstitious com- 
plexion. Thus, in Northwest Canada, 
if the snow falls early in autumn, a 
sHght sprinkle, it will be followed by 
a spell of warm, dry weather. The 
Russian peasants say that when 
snow falls on frozen ground the fol- 
lowing spring will be unseasonably 
cold. Everybody knows how the 
country folk in IEngland believe that 
if the autumn bushes are thick with 
berries a severe winter will cusue, 
And the past season would go a jong 
way towards confirming the legend. 
Similarly when the Arctic finches 
migrate southwards and appear in 
the british Isles in great numbers, it 
is taken as a sign the winter will be 
exLraordinarily rigorous. Not to dweli 
upon the fact that thousands of peo- 
ple consult “Old Zadkicl's Aliman- 
ack," and have no small faith in this 
quaint publication, it may not be 
generally known that the British 
Royal Meteorological Society — in- 
cludes a large staff of sayants whose 
special business il is to tuke notes 
of plants and animals and year by 
year record their habits in connec- 
tion with the weather conditions 
throughout the seasons. The con- 
clusion reached is that most popular 
proverbs aboul weather signs at lone 
range are mere fuilacies.

Others 
have mentioned recurrent intervals 
of larger measure, a cycle of forty- 
five, sixty or a hundred years.--Mon- 
treal Gazette.

Make Your Priming Coat 

By a primary coat is meant the 
first, or primary, coat of paint or 
varnish on any surface of wood, 
metal or plaster. The first object of 
the priming coat is to stop most of 
the suction, present to a great extent 
in wood and plaster, so that the fin- 
ishing coats will stand out with oa 
uniform degree of gloss, or, in the 
case of flat-wall paint, with a uni- 
form degiee of flatness. 

In this connection, please note that 
no such uniformity can be obtained 
until the porous nature of the sur- 
face, or suction, has been satisfied. 
In the case of metal surfaces the de- 


| gree of suction, or porosity, is far 


less noticeable; therefore, such sur- 
faces will naturally call for a differ- 
ent priming treatment, 

The second object to be almed at 


Jean only be advanced from the cov- 
ering or hiding viewpoint,—a defect 
which can be easily remedied by an 
additional coat. But if too thick a 
priming coat is applied, a dozen 
coats will not cover up the blunder, 
because it will be exposed by the al- 
most inevitable rcesult—peeling of 
the paint from the surface. 

When in doubt — thin priming 
coats.

OF THE C.N.R. 


Ottawa.—For the first time since 
the creation of the National Rail- 
ways system, the government of the 
day, through a responsible minister, 
pledged itself to the policy of re- 
adjusting the capitalization of the 
public owned railway. 

In the special committee of the 
House of Commons which deals with 
accounts of the National Railways, 
this question was discussed, and 
Hon. Charles A. Dunning, minister ot 
railways, stated unequivocally that 
he regarded the recapitalization of 
the system as being of “very great 
{mportance”’ and that the govern- 
ment desired at the earliest possible 
moment to deal with it. 

Curiously enough, opposition to 
the recapitalization of the National 
Railways arose immediately from 
Conservative members of the com- 
mittee, R. B. Hanson, Conservative 
member for York-Sunbury, who has 
taken a leading part in the work of 
the committee, at once asserted that 
the carrying out of stich a policy 
would bring demands for reductions 
in rates. He thought this was a very 
strong argument against any action 
being taken. 

Mr. Dunning and Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton, however, held out for the re- 
capitalization, pointing out the innu- 
merable advantages which would fol- 
low and asserting that only in this 
way could Parliament deal justly by 
the able and conscientious officials 
who are endeavoring to make the 
eystem a complete success and who 
find that their best efforts avail 
nothing in overtaking the needs of 
na huge, unwieldy and unjustifiable 
capitalization.

Win Empire Competition 


King’s Trophy In Rifle Match Goes 
To South African Cadet 


Ottawa, Ont.—Cadets from South 
Africa won the King's trophy in the 
rifle match in 1928, which was par- 
ticipated in by 33,000 boys from all 
parts of the Empire. Canadian cadets 
won this trophy in 1927, and finishea 
second in 1928. The results have just 
been made public by the National 
Rifle Association. 

Commenting on Canada’s perform: 
ance the National ‘Rifle Association 
report says; “Not only does Canada 
possess many more brilliant individ- 
ual shots than any other country but 
she has a limited number of units 
capable of achieving very special dis- 
tinction. When mass efficiency he- 
comes the principal object of the 
many and fewer low scores have tu 
be included in her national team, the 
premier prize, the King’s trophy will 
return to the Dominion.” 

While Canadian boys have lost the 
ISing’s trophy they have had other 
remarkable successes in the match.

Germany Wants Aerial 
Bombs Abolished 


But Objections Were Raised” By 
Several Countries 


Geneva.—The German proposal to 
abolish the use of aerial bombs in 
warfare was defeated before the 
League’s preparatory commission on 
disarmament. Only five countries 
were in its favor—Germany, Sweden, 
Holland, China and Russia, Those 
against it, including Canada, the U.S. 
and Great Britain, registered their 
objections with a rider that a nega- 
tive vote was not to be interpreted as 
in any way authorizing the use of 
aerial bombs against civil popula 
tions. 

Count Von Bernstoff, of Germany, 
pointed out the toll that could be ex- 
acted by bombing plancs over Paris, 
Berlin and London, and_ said _ that 
this method of warfare was horrible 
and cowardly, because the com- 
batants were protected by defensive 
appliances. 

F. Sokal, of Poland, said no one 
would deny the horror of such meth- 
ods but the conference had not 
reached that point and under the 
Kellogg anti-war past was not like- 
ly to reach it. When war had been 
outlawed, it was ilogical to begin 
codifying rules of war, he remarked.

Washington.-—Terminating the dip- 
Iematic correspondence on the “I'm 
Alone” sinking, Canada replied to the 
United States rejoinder to the pro 
test against the sinking by coast 
guards’ gun fire on the high seas, of 
the Canadian schooner suspected of 
conspiracy against American liquor 
laws. 

Hon. Vincent Massey, the Cana-

{Henry L. Stimson, a note which is 


expected to reveal the Dominion’s 
attitude to the “I’m Alone” case in 
particular, and the scope of the anti- 
smuggling treaty of 1924 in general. 
It is generally accepted here that 
the United States wants the case to 
go to arbitration. It is expected 
Canada will accept. Arbitration 
probably will proceed under the pro- 
vision of the 1924 treaty itseif, which 
leaves any dispute over the seizure 
of a ship to a tribunal composed of 
representatives of both countries. 


‘Because of the whole question of 
the right of “hot and continuous pur- 
suit,” under the treaty will be in- 
volved, the importance of the negoti- 
ations will transcend the single case 
of the “I'm Alone.” : 

The British government is sitting | 
back and letting Canada fight the 
case because the ship is of Canadian 
registry.

HB. STRAITS ARE 
OPEN FOR FOUR 
MONTHS OF YEAR 


Ottawa.—Hudson Strait will be 
safe for navigation for at least four 
months in the year, The report of 
the Hudson Strait expedition for 
1927-28 tabled in the House of Com- 
mons gives the probable period as 
from the middle of July to the mid- 
dle of November. 

In his report N. B. McLean, offi- 
cer in charge, says in part: 

“Taking July 19 as the opening 
date for the Strait, and November 16 
when ice was first reported at Not- 
tingham in 1927, as the closing date, 
we get a season of 120 days or prac- 
tically four months, during which 
commercial vessels could have navi- 
gated with safety and without as- 
sistance of ice breakers,” 

A further indefinable period would 
be added, he continues, with the use 
of ice breakers. 

Some doubt is expressed in the re- 
port that two years’ observations are 
sufficient on which to base any ac- 
curate statement on the length of 
the navigation season, 

The extremes of temperature are 
given as 18 degrees Fahrenheit be- 
low zero at Nottingham in January, 
and 50 degrees above zero in July at 
Wakeham Bay. 

I’og was noted on 39 days and on 
14 of these it was dense. Many ice- 
bergs were seen. They drifted down 
through Davis Strait, were carried 
west along the north shore by the 
current and eventually met the east- 
erly current on the south shore 
which took them into the Atlantic. 

Three direction finding stations in 
addition to those at Cape Hope, Ad- 
vance, and Nottingham Island are 
recommended, and two ice-breakers, 
one based at Fort Churchill and the 
other at a suitable harbor in the 
strait. 

“The knowledge that an ice break- 
er is available if necessary,” the re- 
port states, “gives confidence to 
masters, owners and shipping inter- 
ests generally.” 

Other recommendations deal with 
charting the strait and providing a 
fuel base. 


Observe Anzac Day 


Commemorated Landing 
Of Troops At Gallipoli 
Sydney, N.S.W.—Anzac Day, set 
aside to mark the famous landing of 
the Australians and New Zealand 


|troops at Gallipoli with the aid of 


strong naval forces on April 25, 1915, 
was fittingly commemorated in Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand. The out- 
standing New South Wales feature 
was the march of 20,000 ex-service 
men at Sydney. 

At Canberra, the Federal capital, 
an impressive memorial service was 
attended by Premier Stanley Bruce 
and his cabinet, while Lord Stone- 
haven, Governor-General of <Austra- 
lia, unveiled the commemoration 
stone of Australia’s war memorial 
which will cost $1,250,000. 


Typhoid Fever At the Pas 


Epidemic Believed To Be 
Caused By Water 


The Pas, Man.—Active measures 
to stamp. out the outbreak of typhoid 
fever, which already has taken a toll 
of three lives, and stricken more 
than a score of persons in the little 
northern railway town at Mile 327, 
on the Hudson Bay Railway, are 
under way. Four doctors now are in 
the town; all residents have been 
inoculated, and the water supply has 
been chlorinated. Impure water is 
helieved to have caused the epidemic. 

Twelve of the stricken residents 
of the town have been conveyed to 
hospital in The Pas, while elght oth- 
ers are confined to the little hospital 
at Mile 327.

Notwithstanding the constant in- 
crease in the general use of the mo- 
tor car and power farm machinery 
among farmers in Canada, Old Dob- 
bin, as the farm horse is affectionate- 
ly called, is evidently not losing much 
cf his popularity.

fact that Danish hog marketings 
are making rapid strides at the ex- 
pence of Canadian propuction by 
figures recently made public by 
the respective governments of 
the two countries The central 
point lies in the fact that a breed 
ing sow in Denmark produces an 
average of eighteen pigs per year, 
whereas Canadian sows vary from 
eleven to fifteen with an average 
of thirteen, It is readily seen that 
this means a great money loss, 
For all Canada five pigs fewer per 
tsow at $18 per pig means a less- 
ening of possible gross revenue 
by 38 million dollars, Canada has 
a capital investment in sows of ap- 
proximatcly $13,250,000, from 
which 6,160,000 hogs result, while 
lin Denmark . $836,000 produces 
5,098,000 ‘hogs, !he average is 
$2 13 per hog in Canada against
